Another Account. 


GINCINNATI, O., Oct. 2.—The law-abiding 
and peaceable citizens of one of the most 
populous and enlightened portions of Ohio 
will be astonished to Know that this morning 
a daring and successful express robbery was 


“sommmitted in their midst such as would not 


be regarded as unusual or unlikely in the 
wilds of Texas. Between 8 and 4 o’clock 
this morning, just after the North- 
bound train on the Cincinnati, Sandusky 
& Cleveland road had left Urbana, two 
masked robbers entered the Adams Express 
car and with drawn revolvers compelled 
Messenger A. L. Scudder to deliver the con- 
tents of his safe. The robbers were able to 
complete their work and safely leave the train 
with their booty at Beilefontaine. The par- 
ticulars of their method are not divulged in 
the brief story received here by the Adams 
Express officials, nor is it possible for some 
time to tell how much money was in the 
safe.

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THE FIGURES AGAIN, 

We invited the Republic yesterday to 
show wherein the statement in. Monday’s 
Post-DISPATCH concerning the advertis- 
ing business of the Post-Dispatcn, Globe- 
Democrat and Republic for the month of 
September was erroneous. The response 
to our request is the following confession 
of the errors in the Republic’s own state- 
ment: 

There were one ortwo ‘‘manifest errors’’ 
in the figures given in yesterday’s Republic re- 
garding the totals of advertising fer the month 
of September in thetwe years, 1889 and 1890. 
One error consisted in adding inthe total of 
one branch of advertising twice, so that the 
item fgr September, 1890, which is printed 
1,048%,-should be 962% columns, while the 
amount forthe same month in 1889 was bya 
prool-reader’s error printed 997% instead of 
977%, which is the correct statement. The 
total for the solar month, pamely, five Sun- 
days and 25 week days in 1890, which was 
printed 1,0014% columns, should have stood 
1,011% columns, thus making the total in- 
crease for that period in 1890 over the same 
period in 1889, 210 columns as stated. 

The “solar month’’—namely five Sun- 
days and twenty-five week days—making 
sixty Sundays in the year, is an invention 
unknown outside of the office of the re- 
markable astronomer who muddles the 
calculations of the Republic, butaccording 
to arithmetic the difference between the 
1, 011M columns of the doctored month ‘of 
1890 and the 977% columns of 1889 is not 
**210 columns as stated,“ but 33% col- 
umns,. 

Granting, moreover, that the composi- 
tor and proof-reader made an error of 
twenty columns in the figures of the 
Republic’s advertising business for Sep- 
tember of 1889, and that the figures were 
really 977%, a decrease in the advertising 
of the paper in September, 1890, under 
that of September, 1889, of fifteen columns 
is admitted. Thus the Republic confesses 
that its advertising has decreased, while 
that of the PosT-DIsPpATCH shows an in- 
crease of 228 columns, and that of the 
Globe-Democrat an increase of 147 columns 
on four weeks’ business.

The sheet tin which 
had gone down from $15 to $4.75 a box 
in the last twenty-fiye years rose $1 a box 
on the prospect of the McKinley bill’s 
passage, and will now show a further ad- 
vance of somewhere between $1.25 and 
$3.00 a box, with a corresponding advance 
in tinware, Only two companies are now 
manufacturing saws, where there were a 
dozen four months ago, and they have 
put up prices from 10 to 40 per cent. The 
American Stove Board Co. has bought 
out all competitors and marked the goods 
up 100 per cent.

There is one thing it cannes uffect, 
though,’’ obseryed a bystander. ‘‘What Is 
that? queriedthe first speaker. ‘‘Why, 
shipbuilding,’’ said the seeond. There 
you are entirely wrong, my friend. Ship- 
building would de effected more than any 
ether industry. Just imagine for instance 
that, weight for weight, aluminum has one- 
third more tenacity than steel. Now a ship 
built of aluminum-plates quarter of an inch 
in thickness would be as strong as one built 
of steel plates three-eighths of an inch thick. 
Then look at the gain in buoyaney- Suppose 
them both te be vessels of say 3,000 tons. 
Well, the one would aetually carry nearly 
one-third more cargo than the other at the 
same displacement. In gunnery also tremen- 
dous changes would take place. Speaking of 
gunnery, they say that the new gun metal 
alloy, wich the British Goveroment is sub- 
jecting to such exhaustive experiments at 
Woolwich, is nothing but aluminum and 
niekel. Yes, sir, this eheapening of alum-

Police now Working on 


Richard L. Mabrey, a prominent young at- 
torney of Doniphan, Mo., a part owner and 
associate editor of the Prospect News, is 
missing, and back of his disappearance from 

8 hotel in St. Louis is a story full of mys- 
ory. 

Ats o’clock Tuesday evening he started to 
bis room in Hurst’s Hotel. Since then he has 
not been seen, andthe most careful search 
has failed to reveal any trace of 
his present whereabouts. There are features 
too, which point to foul play in connection 
with his disappearance, and hisfriends and 
relatives are very uneasy regarding him. Mr. 
Mabrey arrived in St. Louis ag an 
early Iron Mountain train Sunday morn- 
ing and went at once to 
Hurst’s, where he was assigned to room 204. 
Sunday, Monday and Tuesday were spent with 
friends, and it was his intention to take an 8 
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o’clock irain Tuesday night for Rolla, Mo., 
where he was to have been married at 8:30 
o lock last night to Miss Effie Morgan of that 
place, the daughter of Mr. L. O. Morgan. 

A suit of clothes was received at Hurst’s for 
him Tuesday, and when he came into the 
hotel about 8 o’clock that evening he took 
the parcel and securing his key went to his 
room. This was the last seen of him. 

THREATENING LETTERS.

In the fall of 88 Mr. Mabrey was appointed 
to * position in the Agricultural 
Department in Was bington under 
Secretary Colman, remaining in that posi- 
tion for eighteen months and then returning 
to Doniphan, where he resumed his labors on 
the News. He was nominated for 
Prosecuting Attorney of Ripley 
County, dy the Democratic Convention 
in August last and he was one of the most 
popular young men inthecounty. He was 
also secretary ofthe Current River Hunting 
and Fishing Club whose membership is com- 
prised principally of St. Louls men. 

HIS BROTHER’S STORY. 

Mr. T. W. Mabrey, an elder brotber of the 
missing man, and who has been on the search 
for him for the past twenty-four hours, was 
seen this afternoon by a PoOsT-DISPATCH re- 
porter and said: 

Jam compelled by the mysterious circum- 
stances surrounding my brother’s disappear- 
ance to believe that he has been foully dealt 
with. He was to have been married last 
night at Rolla, Mo., to Miss Effie Morgan, 
a young lady whom he had known 
fortwo years, who taught school in Don- 
iphan, Mo., but whose parents lived at Rolla. 
On Saturday afternoon he left Doniphan to 
come to St. Louis to purchase 
some clothes, and was to go 
from here to Rolla. Before leaving Doniphan 
my brother had received two threatening 
anonymous letters in plain yellow 
envelopes, hinting at violence, a 
duel, etc.,. and plainly showing that some 
personal attack was contemplated. He after- 
ward mentioned the factof having received 
these letters, bus did not appear to mind 
them and afterward, in writing to 
me from St. Louis said that he 
had considered them a i biuff He 
arrived in St. Louis Sunday morning and reg- 
istered at Hurst’s Hotel, boing assigned to 
room 204. He had procured his marriage II- 
cense defore leaving Doniphan, so that he 
could go on direct from St. Louis to Rolla and 
be married. 

On Monday morning he received a third 
threatening letter, also anonymous, which 
among other things stated that while the 
unknown writer might not be able to 
effect his purpose before the marriage, 
he would certainly doso afterward and that 
his, my brother’s, wife would surely be made 
a widow. I know these facts because 
my brother wrote to me immediately 
upon receiving this letter, which was also 
the first mention he had made of the receipt 
of the two preceding it, and he said in his 
letter that he believed all three came from a 
former suitor of Miss Morgan’s. 


FEARING FOUL PLA 

On receipt of my brother’s — telling me 
ot these threats, I became alarmed. I deter- 
mined to come on through St. Louis to Rolla, 
and 1 left Doniphan on Tuesday at 
lo’clock. When I got to Neelyville I tele- 
graphod my brother thatI would be up on 
Tuesday night’s train, or on Wednesday 
morning, and expected him to meet 
me at the Union Depot. I got 
to St. Louis Wednesday morning at 7 o’clock, 
but my brother was not at the Union Depot 
and 1 went straight to Hurst’s. They 
told me at the hotel that I would 
find my brother in his room. 1 went to 204, 
which I found open, but he was not there. 
The bed had not been occupied. My 
brother’s old clothes and a little 
hand grip were inthe room. I went down to 
the office and the clerk told me that he nad 
gotten his key early the previous night and 
gone to his room, since which 
time they had not seen him. Il1thought that 
possibly my brother might have gone to Rolla, 
although his hotel bill was not paid, butin 
his letter to me he had written that 
possibly he would go Tuesday night. 
I went right from St. 
taking the 8 o’clock train Wednesday morn- 
ing. When J arrived at Rolla I found that m 
brother had not been there, and of course 
was much alarmed. 


THE POLICE NOTIFIED. 

I again came back to St. Louis on the after- 
noon train, and went from the depot 
direct to the Four Courts, as I was 
sure there had been foul play. I gave a 
description of my brother, and Capt. 
Fruchte put two detectives onthe case. They 
have as yet discovered no trace of him. The 
wedding which should have taken place 
at Rolla at 8:80 last night was of 
course postponed at the last moment, and 
Miss organ and her family aro ter- 
ribly alacmed over my brother’s mysterious 
disappearance. Yesterday afternoon I calied in 
Mr. John A. Lee of the 8: uis Interstate 
Grocer to aid mein my search, anh he went 
back with me to Hurst’s Hotel, where we close- 
ly examined my brother’s clothing and the 
grip, bat could find nothing that would fur- 
nish aclue to his whereabouts. Nothing has 
been heard from him at Doniphan 
nor at Rolla, save a letter which 


| he wrote to Miss Morgan from St. Louis on 


In thas letther he stated that 
he met an acquaintance 
from bing City, and ad 
promised to go to the theater with him that 
night. He took his key from the office before 
going to the theater, and that was the last 
that was seen of him.

He appeared to 
hein an excelent mood stated thathe was 
about to be happily married to the most 
estimable and talented lady and that 
hie election to the office of County 
Attorney of Repley County was 
assured, he having the Democratic nomina- 
tion.

THE CIVIL RIGHTS LAW. 


A New York Restaurant Firm Sued by Two 
Colored Men. 


New York, Oct. 2.—George W. Lattimore 
and Richard B. Ross, young colored men, are 
going to sue Currier & Son, the Fulton street 
restaurant keepers, for $5,000 damages for 
alleged violation of the civil rights law. Both 
young men are stenographers. Lattimore is 
employed in Pinkerton’s detective agency, 
and Ross works for a firm of lawyers on 
Broadway. According to the stery told by 
Ross they went to Currier’s restaurant last 
Saturday afternoon about 1 o’clock. The 


place was nearly full and they occupied 
beats near the door. One of the colored 
waiters told them he could not serve 
them. They asked him why, and he replied 
that he had got orders from headquarters. 
They insisted on being served, and the 
younger Currier came to the table and said 
they would be served ifthey would take the 
seats he would give them. They said they 
were willing to takeany seats in the restau- 
rant provided they were as comfortable as 
those they were sitting in. Mr. Currier then 
led them back to the last unoceupied seats in 
the restaurant. Ross says it was near the 
kitchen door andthat the air was bad; that 
the colored waiters were runnaning about 
in their shirt sleeves preparing 
a ior more favored guests 
that the accommodations 
wane in no way as desirable as they were in 
any ether part of the restaurant. The two 
zou men refused to sit down and were 
axing out when Mr. Currier said: Well, I 
suppose you have a —— — 2 me!

RUSSIAN HEBREWS, 


A Movement for the Promotien of Emigra- 
tion to the Holy Land. 


NEw YoRK, Oct. 2.—News of oppression of 
Hebrews in Russia has of late burdened the 
cables, and the Hebrews of this town have 
been bestirring themselves to relieve the Rus- 
sian Hebrews to send them back to Palestine. 
It is one of the phases of the fulfilimont of the 
ancient prophecy, as many Hebrews believe 
that in the last days there will bea gathering 


of the tribes of Israel inthe Holy Land. Oir- 
culars printed in Hebrew and English, signed 
by Chief Rabbi Jacob Joseph, Coroner Ferdi- 
naad Levi and the Rev. Dr. Zinsler of the 
Henry Street Synagogue, were distributed 
among the Hebrews in town yesterday, set- 
ting forth thelr reason why the Russian 
Hebrews should be helped to migrate to the 
ancient home of the race and in 
response the Christie Street Symagogue was 
—.— last night by representativesof the 
eading congregations and Heerew benevo- 
lent societies to hear well-knowa Hebrews 
discuss the subject. Addresses were made by 
Chief Rabbi Joseph, Coroner Levi, Rev. Dr. 
Zinsler, Rev. Dr. Philip Klein of the Nerfolk 
Street Synagogue, and Abram Rosenberg, 
President of the Society Chere Be Zion of New 
York, under whose auspices the meeting was 
called. The speakers said in substaace that 
forthe lastten years conspicuous Hebrews 
all over the world had deen convinced that 
the only true solution of the Hebrew question 
was emigration to Palestine. Since the last 
Hebrew troubies in Roumania about 1882, the 
movement toward Palestine has played a most 
important partin the destinies of European 
Hebrews. Nearly twenty colonies, with a 
population of about 4,000 souls, have sprang 
upon the sell of the Holy Land, and, it is 
said, that the prospects of the Hebrew settie- 
ments are most promising. The enthusiasm 
in favor of the movement is spreading not 
only among the most lowly and humble, but 
also among the wealthiest Hebrews in Russ:a, 
Germany, England and France. Every 
Hebrew newspaper im Europe, besides nota 
few of the most widely read non-Hebrew 
newspapers, commeat favorably on the 
movement, and many are making it a nation- 
al aud popular cause. This story of the move- 
ment bas been that while there has been and 
is about to be expended in ald of Russian and 
Roumaasian Hebrew emigrants, especially for 
assisting them toa livelihoud in this country, 
more than ten times as much labor 
and capital As the colonization 
of Palestine by Hebrews has hitherto re- 
quired, the efforts to colonize Palestine hus 
realized more than tenfold the benefits and 
advantages of the outlay in America. Imml- 
gration of Russian Hebrews to this country 
has been oppesed by Hebrews and others in 
the most strenuous way recently, and if a 
more hospitable, and above alla more conge- 
nial, place of residence than this country is 
not found forthe newly threatened exodus of 
hundreds of thousands of these unfortunate 
fugitives from tvranny and persecation these 
hostile voices may grow louder, and the day 
may not be far distant when this ceuntry will 
also have its ‘‘Hebrew question.’’ The speak- 
ers made strong appeals for pecuniary aid. 
About $1,000 was subscribed at last night’s 
meeting to aid in sending Hebrews in Russia 
to Palestine. Hebrews all through the coun- 
try are also to be appealed to.

WHERE I8 LILLIAN? 


A Father in Search of His Daughter Whe Is 
nn Actress, 


MIDDLEBORO, Mass., Oct. 2.—A ourious 
story has just come to light in this town. It 
is told by George Walker, a carriage painter, 
who came to the United States from England 
early in the 608, and finally married and 
settled bere. His wife died a few years later 
leaving a 18-months’ old daugther named 
Hattie. In telling his story Mr. 
says: 

Coming from an old English: family of 


actors and managers, it was intended that I 
should become an actor, but I had different 
aspirations and I left home. I could 
see the talent that run in our 
blood in my little Hattie, and for 
her future welfare I desired to have her bs- 
come an actress. While in this frame of mind 
and when Hattie was in her 4th year Mrs. 
Wm. Field of Taunton and her sister, Mrs. E. 
F. Stetson, drove over from that place and 
sawthechild. Mrs. Stetson was struck with 
the little one’s bright appearance and good 
looks. Mrs. Stetsen was the wife of E. F. 
Stetson, the actor and theatrical manager of 
New York, a near relative of John Stetson of 
the Globe Theater, Boston, and soon learned 
the story of my ambition fer my little girl. 
The end of it was that at their desire my baby 
girl was apprenticed to K. F. Stetson and wife 
to be taught the profession of an actress.’’ 

The indenture papers snow by Mr. Walker 
are drawn in the legal form and by them 
Walker gives the girl to Stetson to support, 
care for and instruct until sheis 16 years of 
age. With the papers Mr. Walker treasures a 
lock of golden hair, tied with a faded biue 
ribben, which, with a picture taken wher abe 
Was a baby, are the only mementes of his 
child. Continuing, Mr. Walker said that he 
visited Hattie in New York a year - after bind- 
ing her to Stetson, but has not heard a pos- 
itive word concerning her whereabouts or 
condition since that time, thirtecm years ago. 
He knew, hewever, thatthe name ef Lillian 
had been given her, and that she 
passed as the daughter of Mr, 
and Mrs. Stetson. During the past 
year he has desired to see his daughter, Know- 
ing that her apprenticeship would be up last 
month, but has been unable to find her. Last 
spring he met Mr. Stetson while the latter was 
in Boston, but all he could get from him was 
that Hattie had gone away with Mrs. Stetson 
and he did mot know the whereabouts of 
either. 

He acted and talked so strangely,’’ said 
Mr. Walker, ‘‘that I have become satisfied 
that Hattie is not only alive and well, but do- 
ing well in her profession. I want to find her 
and let her knew whe ber father le. I couid 
never get se much as a photograph of her 
from Stetson, and the only one I have was 
taken whenshe was very young. i went to 
New York last spring and hired a private de- 
tective. Wehuntedalong time and it cost 
me alot of money, but we found zo trace of 
Mrs. Stetson and the girl.“

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CAUdH IN A HURRICANE 


‘THE CHARGES OF CRUELTY AND OARELESS- 
NESS AGAINST CAPT.THOMPSON DENIED, 


a 


The Friends of the Navigator Surprised and 
Indignant—Capt. Thompson's Story—Hew 
the Ship was Disemasted—Strenuons Ef- 
Forts to Avert Danger—The Captain Not 
Addicted te Liquor. ; 


. BRUNSWICK, Me., Oct. 2.—The cbaraes of 
Sruelty and careless seamanship recently 
made against Capt. Thompson of the Amer!- 
can ship Challenger by members of her crew, 
have occasioned surprise and some indigna- 
tion among the friends of the Captain. Are- 
porter called en nim last evening and secured 
his version of the dismasting of his ship. Said 
he: 

We left West Hartiepoo! July 29, in ballast 
for New York, witha crew of twenty-two 
men, all told. Nothing eventful transpired 
until the week before the storm, but on Tues- 
day, four days before the hurricane, the ba- 
rometer began to fall, and itcontinued drop- 
ping to Thursday, when the ship was 
put under sheet canvass. That afternoon 
there was a moderate gale with heavy 
squalis with thunder and lightning, and I 
naturally supposed that was the end of the 
hurricane which I had been watchine several 
days. Friday did bring the finest kind of 
weather, which continued ta Saturday night, 
during which time we carried all sail, and 
there was absolutely nothing to Indicate the 
approach of a storm. Late Saturday after- 
noon the breeze strengthened and we began 
to shorten sail. After midnight it moderated. 
The morning brought still more moderate 
weather and we carried on more sall. I had 
been about decks ail the forenoon, and after 
taking my observation at noon, went below, 
located the ship about six hundred and fifty 
miles east of New York (not 275 as the 
boatswain stated) and wenttodinner. About 
1 o’clock I went on deck, looked at the 
weather, ordered the second mate to give 
mea call if there was any change and 
went below. Shortiy after this officer 
called that there was a large ship to 
windward, steering to southeast with all 
sails, and asked if we should not set the fore 
and missen royale. Asit was finei gave him 
permission te do so. Ilaydownen the sofa 
and must have dropped asleep for the next 
thing lheard was the sailors squaring the 
yards and 

THE SOUND OF RAIN. 
I glanced at the glass and it indicated good 
weather, andthen I hurried on deck. The 
wind had backed to the southeast and the sky 
beeame overcast. I thought a squall was 
coming and called all hands to shorten sail. 
While the men were getting out the watch on 
deck climbed upthe royals and furled them, 
while the watch below climbed up the mizzen 
top gallant sail and crossjack and 
lowered the spanker. They then climbed up 
the fore and main top gallant sails, the main 
and mizzen top sails, hauied up the main sail, 
hauled down the main topmast sail and 
finally clewed down the foretop sail. We 
then furled all sails on the mizzen except the 
lower top sall; did the same forthe main and 
then began on theforemast. At that time the 
jibes were behind the foresailand lower fore- 
wail. There was nothing to indicate that a 
hurricane was upon us, and the proper course 
seemed te de te furl the upper sails, so the 
men went out on the topsail yard to secure 
the upper topsail. Just after the port watch 
had gone aloft to furl the top gal- 
lant sail and while the starboard 
watch was still on the topsail yard, furling 
the upper topsail, the foresail, though com- 
aratively a new sail, blew clean out of the 
olt ropes. A moment later the lower topsail 
followed, allowing the ship te come to, filling 
the jibs and carrying away the jibboom. The 
wreckage swung to leeward and, the jib-stays 
the tore-topmast went by the board, 
taking the topzall yard with the men on it. 
Eight men were lost and four disabled. 
THE INJURED MEN. 

**‘Meanwhile I had been standing by the 
house coursing the ship trying to keep her 
before the wind, but when the fore topmast 
went I ran forward to look after the men. The 
Mexican had crawied into the forecastle, 
Boatswain McKean, with his leg broken below 
the knee, crawied in off the wreckage and was 
taken to his room, whileayoung Swede was 
found hanging ever the side, head down, his 
feet caught in the big net of ropes. He had 
deen there less than ten minutes, instead of 
all night, as was reported. The crew was then 
mustered, when Boatswain Quine was found 
stowed away in the eyes of the suip under the 
top gallant forecastie out of harm's way. 
Meanwhile the mainmast, with everything 
above, had gone by the board. As it weatl 
thought of the rudder and rushed into the 
cabin for axes to cut the wreck clear, and 
while there the mizzen broke short off. Run- 
ning up the companionway I found the sec- 
ond mate and carpenter, and we three cut 
away the 4 We were then in the 
center of the hurricane. A few minutes later 
we entered the other side of the hurricane 
and as it was then dark, the decks covered 
with slush from a barrel which had been 
knocked leose, while wreckage was being 
thrown about by the heavy seas, it was not 
safe for a man to go forward und it would be 
impossible to attend the wounded that night, 
but I visited them the first thing in the morn- 
ing. Now, as to the tiquor, I never drink 
while at sea—a practice I formed before I took 
command of a ship. fourteen years ago, and 

ou can judge from what I did as to whether 

was drunk during this storm. I am ready to 
have my conduct investiguted.’’ 

The owners of the Challenger, Arthur Sewell 
& Co., consider Capt. Thompson one of the 
most reliable men intheir fleet, he having 
sailed for them fourteen years. They scout 
the charges made ange him as unworthy of 
notice. The steward and carpenter give Boat - 
swain Quinn a poor character, stating that he 
was drunk when be came aboard and laid in 
his bunk eignt hours, or until!) the captain 
pulled him out to make up the watches. 


TRIED TO KILL AER. 


Frank Auer Whilein an Insane Meod At- 
temptsto Murder His Wife. 


At an early hour this morning Mrs. Anna 
Auer made complaint at the Second District 
Police Station that her husband, Frank Auer, 
had attempted to take her life. Sergeant 
O'Donnell and Officer Danaher were sent with 
the woman to ber home at 2116 South Third 
atreet, where Auer was placed under arrest, 
According to the woman’s statement Auer is 
insane. she first noticed his queer actions 


last Spring when he was recovering 
from a severe attack of inflamma- 
tory rheumatism. Since that time 
he has eteadily grown worse and 
more violent. He has sold or destroyed all of 
the furniture In thé house and failed to pro- 
vide for his family. Several times he tbreat- 
ened his wife with vielence. ‘This morning 
while she was aosting breakfast he attempted 
to cut her withaknifé. The woman escaped 
to the street and notified the police. Auer is 
83 years old and an upholsterer by trade. Dr, 
Priest will examine into bis mental condition, 
Sickness is supposed to have caused his de- 
rangement.

HAVE jrecently come 
inte pessession of a 
work purporting te 
give a full and accu- 
rate account of all the 
American ladies whojat 
ene time or anether 
have married titled 
Europeans. Such a 
beok weuld really be 
interesting to consult, 
as wellas valuable for 
reference, If it was only 
accurate. But it con- 
talns more mistakes to
